Recy cling is a word that is gaining popu larity in 
conju nction with the cu rrent interest in ecology , 
the env ironment and ou r ev er-dwindling natu ral re­ 
sou rces. 
Recently a m anu factu rer of alu minu m cans paid 
children for collecting u sed containers made of al­ 
u minu m so the m etal cou ld be u sed again. Now 
Owens-Illinois, Inc., has annou nced plans to pay 
residents of the Toledo area a penny a pou nd for 
old glass containers. 


The glass containers will be u sed in a pilot pro­ 
gram intended to redu ce solid wastes and recy cle 
glass for u se in new containers. 
If the plan is su ccessfu l, the program may be ex ­ 
panded and old glass containers will be collected in 
other commu nities and shipped to areas where 
there are glass m anu factu ring plants. 
Literally hu ndreds of tons of glass refu se worth 
thou sands of dollars to bottle collectors wou ld thu s 
be remov ed from the classification of litter. 
Ou r 
commu nities wou ’d look better becau se of it and 
those natu ral resou rces u sed to make glass wou ld 
last longer. 
The ideas of recy cling whenev er and w hatev er 
possible seems like a good one which shou ld hav e 
become popu lar sooner.

A fou rth 


m an is hospitalized with a chest wou nd. 


Others, realizing how close the men cam e to 


making their getaway with their hostages, m ay 


think they are more clev er and capable of su c­ 


ceeding where the trio in California failed — u nless 


m easu res are taken in ou r cou rtrooms to make su ch 
a reoccu rance impossible, or nearly so. 
The three men who planned the u nsu ccessfu l es­ 


cape attem pt declared themselv es rev olu tionaries. 


The cou rts and the men who preside ov er them are 
av owed targets of the rev olu tionary forces that 
wou ld ov erthrow ou r gov ernment and, in doing so, 


destroy ou r ju dicial sy stem and su bstitu te “ peo­ 
ple’s cou rts” in its place. 


If they were in tru th, rev olu tionaries, their be­ 
hav ior becomes more u nderstandable for to them 
the cou rts are something to be destroy ed. 
To prev ent more su ch incidents qu ick action 
shou ld be taken throu ghou t the cou ntry to safegu ard 
ou r cou rtrooms.

If it is tru e that any Ameri­ 
can boy can grow u p to be pres­ 
ident, then it may be tru e that 
parents can boost his political 
career the day he is born. 
“ It might 
help,”

that 
cou ld help him become presi­ 
dent.” 
Jam es or John might be a 
good start. Fiv e presidents hav e 
had these first names. An ac­ 
ceptable second pam e might be 
William (three presidents)

“ As far as I know,’ said Dr.

It doesn’t go 
ov er with the American pu blic. 
It’s too Anglified and sm acks of 
intellectu alism. 
ALL AMERICANS who gain 
social prominence tend to sim­ 
plify their nam es: ‘Jack’ Ken­ 
nedy , ‘Abe’ Lincoln, ‘Ike’ Eisen­ 
hower. 
Headline w riters for newspa­ 
pers 
hav e 
popu larized 
many 
Presidents’ initials (FDR, JFK , 
LBJ, etc.) althou gh Mr. Nix ons 
hav e not y et gained wide u s­ 
age. “ Nix on’s 
a 
pretty 
short 
nam e,’ 
ex plained 
a 
v eteran 
newsman. 
“ With long nam es 
like Johnson, Kennedy and Eis­ 
enhower, initials were the only 
way we cou ld fit their nam es 
into a large headline.’ 
Sen. Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
reportedly hated the practice of 
u sing 
initials 
in 
newspapers. 
“ Nobody 
likes 
to 
be 
called 
‘RAT’ in headlines,” Dr. Hard­ 
er pointed ou t. 
As for Vice President Agnew, 
neither Dr.

Bu t the day is coming when 
we’ll ride on air-cu shioned v e­ 
hicles or we’ll swoosh to far-off 
places in a few minu tes and 
the world will become ju st one 
big commu nity for lu nching on 
one continent and dining on an­ 
other thou sands of miles dis­ 
tant. 
At least so does Secretary of 
Transportation Volpe say of the 
fu tu re of trav el, from home to 
office to play grou nd and back. 
I asked mm ju st how this will 
dev elop. Here is his reply writ­ 
ten ex clu siv ely for this colu mn: 
By J01LN VOLPE 
Secretary of Transportation 
WASHINGTON - What lies 
ahead for transportation in the 
21st centu ry ? Of one thing I’m 
su re: Technology will prov ide 
only part of the answer. A cen­ 
tu ry ago John Mu ir said, “ When 
we try to pick ou t any thing by 
itself we find it hitched to ev e­ 
ry thing in the u niv erse.” Cer­ 
tainly that s tru e of ou r trans­ 
portation sy stem s — how we 
trav el in the distant tomorrow 
will 
depend 
largely u pon the 
shapes, sizes, and sensibilities 
of the cities they ’re hitched to, 
and v ice v ersa. 
Pu t y ou rself in this scene, 
for instance: 
You step ou t on the terrace 
to check 
the 
weather. 
The 
morning is bright and clear u p 
here bu t looking down y ou can 
see there’s a heav y grou nd fog. 
Ju nior had better take the u n­ 
dergrou nd back to college in­ 
stead of driv ing. 
You drop down a hu ndred 
floors to y ou r office. Or y ou 
go still another hu ndred to y ou r 
job in the u ndergrou nd power 
plant. Meanwhile the twins hike 
halfway arou nd the inner cou rt 
to their classes, and y ou r wife 
plans to go u p a flight to the 
beau ty shop. 
That’s one m an’s idea for 
tom orrow’s liv ing. 
The noted 
architect Paolo 
Soleri 
wou ld 
hav e u s think in term s of v er­ 
tical cities - may be ev entu ally 
200 or 300 stories high — as an 
alternativ e to 
today ’s 
u rban 
sprawl. 
Admittedly far in the fu tu re, 
these wou ld be not ju st sepa­ 
rate sky scrapers bu t fu lly inte­ 
grated cities on a single base. 


MR. SOLERI HAS not y et 
worked ou t su ch practical fea­ 
tu res as intram u ral transpor­ 
tation. Right now he is chal­ 
lenging u s to realize that the 
form of cities as we hav e known 
them cou ld — 
and 
probably 
shou ld — be changed. His con­ 
cept m ay not win ku dos in De­ 
troit. Bu t may be it shou ld. Be­ 
cau se by u sing air space in­ 
stead of land space for u rban 
liv ing, 
we wou ld hav e mu ch 
more land space for recreation- 
a. activ ities. And as popu lation 
increases and work needs grow 
shorter, ou tdoor 
areas for leis­ 
u re-tim e trav el will be a t a 
prem iu m . 
A so mewha t less v isio na ry 


idea su bstitu tes commu nication 
for transportation. 
Instead of 
commu ting, y ou sit in the den 
in y ou r 
su bu rban 
home 
and 
hold a morning staff meeting 
v ia closed circu it telev ision or 
pictu re phone. You r mail com­ 
es in v ia an electronic rem ote 
reprodu cing 
term inal. 
You r 
time-sharing com pu ter console 
helps with the brain work. And 
when y ou need data from a 
library or other 
sou rce, 
the 
com pu ter requ ests it and the 
m aterial retriev ed by the data 
sou rce appears on y ou r per­ 
sonal telev ision screen. 
Here 
again, 
personal 
transportation 
for m any city dwellers wou ld 
be prim arily for pleasu re. 
Bu t ev on if com pu ters cu t 
down on com m u ters we will 
still need tru cks, trains, barg­ 
es, aircraft, ships and pipelin­ 
es to get the com pu ters manu ­ 
factu red — and to keep those 
non-commu ters 
hou sed, 
fed, 
clothed, 
edu cated 
and 
enter­ 
tained. 
Economists forecast that 
in 
30 y ears we will work only 7 
hou rs a day , 4 day s a week. 
We’ll hav e 39 work weeks and 
13 
weeks 
of 
v acation. 
That 
sou nds either great or frighten­ 
ing, depending u pon how well 
y ou like to work. Certainly it 
points to a cru nch in leisu re 
tim e trav el. 
On that score, listen to what 
Dr. Thomas O. Paine, Admin­ 
istrator of the National Aero­ 
nau tics and Space Administra­ 
tion, has to say abou t orbital 
trav el: 


“ A FREQUENTLY 
ASKED 
qu estion relates to the fu tu re 
of com m ercial 
space 
flights. 
Will men be able to bu y tickets 
to fly into orbit? This will su re­ 
ly come to pass sometime. We 
can foresee reasonable prices 
(sev eral thou sand dollars) with 
a reu sable rocket plane shu ttle 
able to fly to orbit and back.. 
Indeed, it shou ld be possible 
for passengers to fly back and 
forth to the moon by the end 
of the centu ry , if that becomes 
an attractiv e place to v isit.” 
Passenger orbial flights from 
New York to Au stralia, New 
Delhi, Capetown, or the moon 
m ay be possible. Bu t with all 
the other u rgent demands u pon 
the federal treasu ry , they prob­ 
ably 
won’t 
be 
comm ercially 
av ailable qu ite that soon. 
Yet 
in 
the 
D epartm ent of 
Transportation we m u st consid­ 
er all known possibilities in ou r 
planning. After all, as recently 
as 19 59 a repu table dictionary 
was defining 
“ spaceship” 
as 
“ an im aginary aircraft of the 


fu tu re for interplanetary trav ­ 
el ou tside the earth’s atmos­ 
phere.” 
Some ex citing and more im­ 
m ediate dev elopments in trans­ 
portation lie this side of ou ter 
space. 
Recently 
ou r 
Depart­ 
m ent has let or adv ertised sev ­ 
eral contracts to speed dev elop­ 
ment of tracked air cu shion v e­ 
hicles (TACVs). One is for de­ 
sign of an ex perim ental v ehicle 
that will ride on a cu shion of 
air at speeds u p to 300 miles 
an hou r. The 6 1-foot TACV will 
skim along abou t one inch abov e 
the bottom of a U-shaped gu if!e- 
way . Powered by a linear in­ 
du ction motor (LIM) it will be 
practically noiseless 
and will 
not pollu te the air. We hope to 
be testing this v ehicle at ou r 
Colorado 
prov ing grou nd 
by 
19 74. 
MEANWHILE WE’VE MADE 
grants to the Los Angeles De­ 
partm ent of Airports which we 
ex pect will lead to the nation’s 
first passenger-carry ing TACV 
sy stem. Prototy pes will be less 
sophisticated than the one men­ 
tioned abov e. To get the 16 3 
mile line operating by late 19 72, 
we’v e lowered 
the 
speed 
re­ 
qu irem ent to “ u p to 150 miles 
per hou r.” Vehicles mu st scat 
at least 6 0 persons. Gu idewav * 
will rise 20 to 6 0 feet abov e tne 
San Diego Freeway right 
of 
way , assu ring safety for TACV 
riders and the freeway motor­ 
ists below. 
The TACV-LIM promises to 
giv e u s the qu iet, comfortable, 
high-speed transporation we’v e 
been seeking for airport access 
and intercity trav el in u rban 
corridors. 
Another possibility is v ehicles 
in tu bes that can trav el safely 
at speeds u p to 400-500 m.p h. 
And conv entional jetliners will 
be su pplemented on the shorter 
ru ns by VTOL and STOL air­ 
craft that requ ire little or no 
ru nway . 
Within the cities we’ll see v ar­ 
iou s kinds of people mov ers — 
some au tom ated, some people 
driv en, some du al mode so that 
the driv er can hook onto an au ­ 
tom ated sy stem in congested ar­ 
eas and driv e away u nder his 
own power in the su bu rbs 
To meet tomorrow's demand 
for transportation we will eitlier 
mov e more people and goods 
faster and more efficiently ov er 
(or u nder) today s rights of way 
or dev ote more of ou r preciou s 
land space to new facilities. 
The people of the cities mu st 
decide what kinds of sy stems 
they 
will 
su pport. 
And 
what 
kind of city they will be hitched 
to.

— of modern record keeping and 
ay stems planning for handling

Some is also du e to antiqu ated 
and rigid procedu res which not 
only perm it delay bu t encou r­ 
age it.

“ In the federal cou rts today 
the problem areas are essenti­ 
ally in the large cities. Here 
we find in the ju dicial sy stem 
no more than a reflection of 
the 
complex ities 
of 
modern 
life 
. . 
“ Bu t the increase In the v ol- 
• u me of cases is not by any 
means the whole story . 
Ex ­ 
perienced trial ju dges note that 
the actu al trial of a case now 
takes twice as long as it did 
10 y ears ago, becau se of the 
closer scru tiny we now demand 
of confessions, 
identification 
wnnesses and ev idence. 
We 
mu st do that before we depriv e 
any person of his freedom. . . 
“ Now, 
if 
trials 
were 
held 
promptly and swiftly complet­ 
ed, and if appeals were heard 
withou t delay , this wou ld be 
less of a problem, and per­ 
haps ev en these heated debates 
ov er prev entiv e detention wou ld 
d isappear. . . . 
"There is a widespread pu b­ 
lic complaint that the present 
sy stem of criminal ju stice does 
not 
deter 
criminal 
condu ct. 
That is correct. It is correct 
so far as 
the 
crim es 
which 
trou ble most Americans today . 
W hatev er deterrent effect may 
hav e ex isfed in the past has 
now all bu t v anished 
as 
to 
those crimes. If ev er the law 
is to hav e a genu ine deterrent 
effect on criminal condu ct, we 
m u st make some changes. The 
simple and obv iou s rem edy is 
to giv e the cou rts the m an­ 
power and the tools, inclu ding 
prosecu tors and defense cou n­ 
sel, to try criminal cases with­ 
in 6 0 day s after indictment and 
then let u s see what happens. 
I predict it wou ld sharply re­ 
du ce the ra*e of crim e.” 
THE CHIEF JUSTICE noted 
that the additional ju dges which 
were needed in 19 6 5 were not 
au thorized u ntil 19 70. He assert­ 
ed that problems in the cou rts 
cannot be solv ed by waiting to 
m eet needs fiv e or more y ears 
after they arise. 
Ju stice Bu rger also made a 
nu mber of interesting su gges­ 
tions for the improv ement of 
tire ju dicial sy stem as it oper­ 
ates in the states as well as in 
the federal 
gov ernment. 
In 
particu lar, he said: 
“ The wnole process of ap­ 
peals m u st be re-ex amined. It 
is cu mbersome, it is costly , it 
takes 
too 
long. 
Finality 
of decision at some point is es­ 
sential 
to 
any 
rational 
and 
workable sy stem of ju stice.” 
For many y ears now, at m eet­ 
ings of the American Bar As­ 
sociation, criticism s hav e been 
v oiced abou t the situ ation in 
the cou rts, the ov erloaded cal­ 
endars and the inadequ ate nu m­ 
ber of ju dges and other per­ 
sonnel. Bu t somehow there has 
not been a champion of the 
cau se who cou ld mobilize pu b­ 
lic opinion. May be Chief Ju s­ 
tice Bu rger is going to prov e 
that kind of ex ponent of re­ 
form for the management of 
the ju dicial sy stem in Amer­ 
ica.
